tion of a new smudging process here, 


whereby a prov ision is made for the 
protection of the citrus orchards from 
frost has been witnessed by H. E. 
Walcott, manager 
of 
the 
Pomona 
Fruit Growers’ Ex change, and a num­ 
ber of fruit growers, who commend 
the process. 
The basis o fthe idea is 
a sheet-iron-cov ered bucket 
with 
a 
series of perforations about the top, 
that regulate the combustion 
of 
a 
“slop distillate” used in the smudg­ 
ing. 
The latter product has hereto­ 
fore been considered as waste, hence 
can be obtained at a low price. 
The 
patent top of the bucket is arranged 
so as to collect 80 per cent of the 
soot made and combustion is carried 
on in such a way that a dry soot re­ 
sults, which does not smudge 
the 
tree foliage or fruit. 
At the demon­ 
stration, it was shown that while the 
temperature outside the orchards was 
around the 60-deg. mark, the interior 
temperatures of the orchards 
were 
about 15 degrees higher. 


There is a shortage of about 500 


tons of apricots this y ear in the coun­ 
ty as ascertained by the secretary of 
the Growers’ 
Association, 
and 
as 
agreed to by one of the local buy ers. 
This comparison is made with 
the 
crop of last season. 
This new 
or­ 
ganization is growing rapidly . 
It was 
reported this morning that there was 
a membership of 86.
